THREE WEEKS AGO a bill was 


tabled in the Knesset which would. 


Prohibit arms agents from receiving 
cortimiasions on sales to the Israel 
government. If pagsed, the law 
was expected to put an end to pro- 
Titeering running into tens of mil- 
lions of Israel pounds a year. The 
ὉΠῚ was due to be discussed shortly, 


τ but now it is to be withdrawn and 


amended. Apparently its original 
form was a mistake, and in fact, 
the bill was tabled before the com- 
mittee appointed to consider the 
issue submitted its recommendations. 
And these recommendations - make 
it doubtful whether a. new law — 
even an amended one — is neces- 
sary. 

The matter could be overlooked as 
just another ‘minor administrative 
mishap. But it is not a minor one, 
because of both the. bill's seope and 
its approach. The bill as it stands 
refers not only to weapons and am- 
munition, but also to explosives, 
electronic, communication and optical 
equipment, vehicles, aircraft, ves- 
sels and “any other equfpment” in- 
tended for the use of IDF or of 
any other body approved by the Min- 
ister of Defence. The dill expressly 
states that it is intended to cover 
also equipment used by civilians. It 
could easily be interpreted aa in- 
cluding vehicles or machinery for 
military personnel. And since the 
intention is to eliminate profiteering 
on sales to the government, there 
is no reason why this principle 
should not apply also to other gov- 
ernment purchases such as’ trucks 
and buses, or building materials. 


If it is indeed true that commer. 
cial intermediaries can be dispensed 
with and better terms can be achiev- 
ed by means of the state’s own 
purchasing agencies, one cannot help 
wondering why a wasteful procure- 
ment system has been maintained 
until now. In the current fiscal year 
our defence purchases abroad should 
be about $L5b. Next year the de- 
liveriea may amount to §2b. Even 
at modest rates, commissions in~ 
volved should run into hundreds of 
millions of Israé] pounds. One is 
therefore astonished to find that the 
official Introduction to the bill es~ 
timates the aggregate amount of 
agents’ fees to amount to only 
several tens of millions of pounds, 


No less curious is the reasoning 
advanced in support of the bill. In 
the U.S, suppliers to the state — 
not necessarily of weapons and fight- 
ing equipment — are not allowed to 
employ agents. They must pledge 
that the price quoted does not’ in- 
clude any fee or commission to an 
interna y because such a pay-

Moreover, they are fool- 
ing themselves, and the public, by 
trying to reduce commissions even 
though they have no way to en- 
force a law applying to payments 
carried out abroad. 

All this is so obvious that it de- 
mands an authoritative explanation 
as to the way the bill was pre- 
pared and the haste with which it 
was tabled. Even more intriguing
